if tho camp knots of man were gathered here 
and there watching, looking in the direction 
Irom whence the'wagon was to come. As 
she hove^i sight each one gathered around 
iis camp, as when an alarm had been sound- 
id in a prairie dog town. When within a 
"ew yards of tho outside habitation the 
voman alighted and accompanied by her 
msband proceeded to the county clerk's 
office. [It had been advertised that tlio do- 
nation oE a towu lot would be given tho first 
woman who came in.] Curious eyes were 
vatching her every step as she approached 
he clerk's quarters. Bat the crowd which 
lad gathered around the office for mail re- 
ceded respectfully each side of tho entrance. 
As sho passed in, Col. Ferguson serenely 
oomed up, .and, sailing out among tho boys, 
agitated a reception.

I saw a girl eome into a street car the other 


day, though, Who had, I was ready to bet, 
made her own dress, aud how nice she did 
look. She was one of those clean, trim girls 
you see now and then. She was about. 18 
years old, and to begin with, looked well-fed, 
iiealthy and strong. She looked as though 
she had a good sensible mother at home. Her 
face and nock and oars and her hair were 
o)ean-*-absolutoly clean. How seldom you see 
that. There was no powder, no paint on her 
smooth, round cheek, or firm, dimpled chin;* 
none on the moist, red lips, none on the shell- 
tinted, but not .too small ears; none on the 
handsomely sot neck—rather proud behind, 
perhaps, but running mighty prettily up into 
the tightly corded hair.

French Canadian House Wives, and 


. Their Work.

A word about this French-Canadian house- 


wife, though she dessrves chapters: "I have 
drifted of late into some of the moat desolate 
and poverty -stricken, collections of wretched 
huts which the mind can conceive—which, 
indeed,-it is next to impossible for an Ameri- 
can to conceive at all—hamlets where tha 
men, 
with gaunt, burnt faces, long, matted 


hair, forms twisted in middle ago as with us 
at 80, by reason of privation, exposure, and 
unsettled hopelessness, and clothes altogether 
indescribable in their meanness, appear to 
the vision like specters from some raft of a 
"Medusa." But oven bore I saw no woman, 
young or old, who was not neat in her per- 
sonal appearance, painfully clean to the core 
of her home and apparently in the habit oE 
doing three-fourths of all tho work that was 
done. The amount of labor that this poor 
but contented creature performs is nothing 
less than marvelous. 


Premising that before tha ago ot 35 sho is 


usually the mother of from six to twelve 
children—most French-Canadian girls avo 
married before they are IS—lot us consider 
her work for a moment: Sho has, first of all, 
the care of her children, which is not a slight 
thing, even though th'jy ara tho most careful 
and self-reliant of all the world's urehing; 
then sho does all of her cook 013, baking hoi- 
bread out in the sun in a stone oven built near 
the house; she does all tho washing aud mend- 
ing of clothes; she does all her own sewing 
and knitting, and, in some parts, spinning; 
she keeps all tha money of the household, and 
makes all the purchases; she scrubs tho front 
steps and all tho floors of the living rooms in 
her house every day, and she whitewashes tho 
outside of her house once a fortnight or sr>; 
if they have a cow she milks and cares for 
it; and then (we have dealt thus far only with 
tho incidental ^rcupations by which spare mo- 
ments are filled np) she works all day in the 
Hold with the spade, hoe or rake. If she is 
near salt water, she also salts down barrels of 
torn-cod and flounders for the larrjly's winter 
use. It1 sho lives near a town she also goes in 
with the horse and chaurette to the market, 
and kuits while sho is not. selling produce, on 
two days of the week. 


Tho race does not anywhere afford a more 


superb spectacle of industry than this woman 
presents. And with all that she manages to 
keep, if not a fresh, at least a bright and 
cherry look upon her face; she dresses herself 
for church well and tastefully, and carries 
her good clothes as if she was acsustoined to 
nothing else; and her children, particularly 
the girls, are models of cleanliness and good 
order. This, bear in mind, is asjiruo of the 
poorest and most isolated hamlets as it is oE 
the well-to-do surburbari villages.

LETTER FROM FLORIDA. 


FLA., Aug. 26, '88. 


EDS. REPUBLICAN: — 'The weather 
«re still continues quite warm da- 
nog the middle of the day, bat tuft 
mornings and evenings art coqler 
ban they were 8 few Weeks ago, with 
ess rain than waaL Corn harvest- 
ug and picking cotton is now the 
principal work of the forming pot- 
ion of this country. Some little 
cotton has been picked daring the 
list week or ten days, but in very 
small lots. The colored people who 
raise it oftefl bring it in town in very 
small quantities, as that ia abont all 
hey will have for their support. It 
s bought by the merchants or taken 
n exchange for goods, even though 
;hey may not have more than five or 


pounds. One of the Merchants 


lere has succeeded in getting enough 
together to. make a bale, and 'has 
shipped it to New York. But it will 
» a week or so yet before it comes 
n sufficient to commence to operate 
ho large ginning establishment, 
which employs from, 60 to 80 hands. 
When it gets fully into the picking 
season I am told' the streets will be 
crowded here some days,' especially 
on Saturdays, with carts and wagons 
containing the fleecy staple. The 
firm of H. F. Button & Co. handle 
most of the cotton for three or four 
counties. 


It is getting abont time to com- 


mence tiie planting of fall gardens, 
that is, gardens, the products of 
which come into use abont Christ- 
mas, 
cabbage, peas, beets, etc. ; also 


tomatoes and cucumbers, if some 
protection is used daring a few light 
frosts. Irish potatoes are also some- 
times raised for home gardens in 
small 
quantities, but not near 


enough for home use, as the great 
bulk of the amount used here is 
brought from the North, for it is 
very difficult to keep them after they 
arojripe. 


Perhaps it will be interesting to 


many of those who read my letter* 
to give a description of how some o; 
the fruits [grow. Of course every 
one knows that oranges grow pn 
trees, but perhaps many do no' 
know that unlike apples or other 
fruit_they grow on the ends of the 
limb's*, all being on the outside of the 
tree, and not scattered all througl 
the middle part of the branches o 
the trees, so that as yon puss a tree 
you can see nearly every orange on 
it, and this makes the tree look mncl 
fuller of fruit than it really is. 
Lemons, and nearly or quite all o 
the citrus family, grow the same 
way. 
The grape fruit is very mud 


larger than the largest oranges, am 
are smoother and light colored when 
ripe. They are much prized here in 
late winter and spring, after the or 
anges are gathered, as they make 
delicious drink, preferred by man; 
to -lemonade. Only a few trees ar 
found on any place, and, in fact, com 
pared with the orange, are very 
scarce. They sell readily here 
market for 5 cents each. They arc 
more tart than an orange, and mncl 
more fully filled with juice. Som 
of them will weigh from one to tw< 
pounds. Lemons are not grown ex 
tensively here in this latitude, 
they and limes are much more ten 
der than the orange tree, and are ol 
ten killed by the frosts, but they wi! 
grow here, and often b#ar; a fei 
trees are often in the jar ds aronni 
the dwellings. "When left to gro' 
up bushy, and in a group, or clnste 
of small trees together they will bear 
better than when trimmed up lik 
the orange. The banana plant grow 
here very luxuriantly, and is- foun 
in a majority of the gardens or some 
where on the premises. "When i 
first comes out of the ground it looks 
very much like a large calla lil 
plant, only larger. It will continu 
to grow till it attains the height o 
10 to 12 feet, putting out leaves tha 
are three or four feat in length anc 
sis inches broad, growing from th 
end of the stalk like corn leaves. Th 
main stem will often be four or fiv 
inches in diameter where it comes ou 
of the ground. After about 18 mouth 
the stem for the fruit will come on 
of the top of the plant, similar to th 
tassel of corn, only for the heaviness 
of the bud, and I suppose from thi 
nature of the plant it bends over 
The bud is shaped nearly like a beef's 
heart, and composed of purple leaves 
iuaide of each leaf is a miniature 
bunch of bananas. As it grows the 
first leaf will open and the younj 
bananas appear; the stem will grov 
a little in length 'and another lea 
will open and another cluster of frui 
appear, and so on until the bunch o 
bananas is full; so that the bunches 
of fruit that commence to put oui 
early in the spring yet have the buds 
on the end of the branch. Often the 
fruit blasts in the stem, and then there 
will be a vacant place left on the stem. 
but it will continue to grow and open, 
and so on. After the stalk has borne 
fruit it needs to be cut off close to 
the ground or it will decay of iteeii 
and around it will come a half-dozen 
suckers, or other stalks, and grow 
up, eo that from one stalk in a few 
years will grow a cluster of stalks o) 
a dozen or more. They increase very 
rapidly and are very tenacious oi 
life. One of the suckers, or email 
stalks af large as a man's arm can 
be cut off so that a few of the roots 
or fibers will remain on it and it can 
be removed and planted almost any 
time of the year. They like moist 
places but will grow on any soil 
If any people set them around ponds 
or low places, aud also to hide un- 
sightly places as they make a dense 
growth of Jarge leaves and thick 
clusters of stalks. The pomegran 
ate grows finely here. It grows on 
a bush something like a quince bush 
and also resembles a qninee some- 
what in shape, is a 'bright red when 
ripe, is filled 'with seeds which are 
covered with a sort of jelly. They 
are very tart and make a mot* drink* 
The taste resembles that of ripe eur- 
ranta The quava is another fruit 
which grows here but not to each 
perfection as farther south where it 
JTOWB to be a tree; her* it is a shrub. 
The fruit is somewhat like a lemon 
n shape, but soft and filled with a 
sort of ie""""'* --- :•—•-. ^.r. v T.r 


ewl and at first taste resembles a 
lay apple, or mandrake, but after 
eating is found to be more tart. Th&f 
re said to be delicious fco, nearly 
very one after a tas^e ia acquired, 
'hey are used for jellies and a few 
>)ac«s in tbe south part of the state, 
md also in Jacksonville, they are 
manufactured into the jellies of com- 
merce.

A word about this French-Canadian house- 


wife, though she dessrves chapters: "I have 
drifted of late into some of the most desolate 
and poverty-stricken collections of wrutchod 
huts which the mind can conceive—which, 
indeed,-it is next to impossible for an Ameri- 
can to conceive at all—hamlets where tha 
men, 
with gaunt, burnt faces, long, matted 


hair, forms twisted in middle age as with us 
at SO, by reason of privation, exposure, and 
unsettled hopelessness, and clothes altogether 
indescribable in. their meanness, appear to 
the vision like specters from some raft of a 


Medusa." But even here I saw no woman, 


young or old, who was not neat in her per- 
sonal appearance, painfully clean to the care 
of her home and apparently in the habit of 
doing three-fourths of all tho work that was 
done. The amount of labor that this poor 
but contented creature performs is nothing 
less than marvelous. 


Premising that before the ajo of S5 sho is 


usually the mother of from six to twolva 
children—most Freuch-Caiiatlian girls are 
married before they are .18—let us consider 
her work for a moment: She has, first of all, 
the care of her children, which is not a slight 
thing, even though thoy ay o the most careful 
and self-reliant of all the world's urching; 
then she does, all of her cook Lug, baking her 
bread out in the sun in a stone oven built near 
the house; she does all the washing and moncl- 
' ig of clothes; she does all her own sewing 
and knitting, and, in somo parts, spinning; 
sho keeps all the money of the household, and 
makes all the purchases; sho scrubs the front 
steps and all the floors of tho living rooms in 
her house every day, and she white washes tho 
outside of her house once a fortnight or so; 
if they have a cow sho milks and cares for 
it; and then (we have dealt tlrjs far only with 
tho incidental ifccnpations by which spare mo- 
ments are filled up) she works all day in the 
field with tho spado, hoe or rake. If she is 
near salt water, she also salts down barrels of 
torn-cod and flounders for the family's winter 
use. 
If she lives near a town she also goes in 


with the horse and chaurette to the market, 
and kuits while she is not selling produce, on 
two days of the week. 


Tho race doss not anywhere afford a more 


superb spectacle of industry than this woman 
presents. And with all that she manages to 
keep, if not a fresh, at least a bright and 
Cherry look upon her face; she dresses herself 
for church well and tastefully, and carries 
her good clothes as if she was acsustomed to 
nothing else; and her children, particularly 
the girls, are models of cleanliness and good 
order. This, bear in mind, is as.true of the 
poorest and most isolated hamlets as it is of 
the woll-to-do surburbau villages.

THE JAVA VOLCANO. 


Seventy-Five Thousand Lives Re- 


ported Lost. 


The Tale of Terror But Half Told in 


Former Dispatches — A Range 
of 


Mountains and an Area of Territory 
Sixty-Five Square Miles Completely 
Swallowed Up by the Sea—Graphic 
Description of the Horrible Scenes. 


', August 30.—[Special by cable.] 


—Further particulars of the great volcanic 
eruption In Java, which bag just re ached 
London fiorn Bata>la, show tbe disaster to 
hare been e\en more widespread and more 
disastrous than reported in yesterday's ad- 
vices. At nnon Sunday tbe eruptions and 
shocks were supposed to have reached their 
greatest height, but lute in tho afternoon 
and evening the volume of tbe disturbances 
suddenly increased and tbe island seemed 
to be about to be completely buried in n 
mass of fire and sulphurous ashes. At tbe 
same time tbe enormous waves began to 
burst witb greater force upon the shores, 
coming in some places far up Into tbe In- 
terioi. 


GREAT CHASMS 


opened In tbeettitb and threatened to en- 
gulf a large proportion of the isUnd's peo- 
ple and! building*. About midnight tbe 
most frightful scenes of tbe wbole disturb- 
ances took place. Suddenly an enormous 
luminous cloud, similar to that which was 
seen o\er GUUUUK Guntur, but much great- 
er in extent, formed over the Kandaga 
range of mountains, which skirt tbe soutb 
coast of the Island. This cloud gradually 
increased in size until it formed a canopy of 
lurid red and whitish gray over a nide ex- 
tent of territory. During this lime the

AN OLD TIMES. 


A Clock Over ISO Tears Old on Exhibi- 


tion in Decatur. 


An interesting relic of 200 years ago, a 


queer old German hall clock, is on exhi- 
bition at O. E. Curtis & Go's jewelry store. 
It is made of cherry wood, and stands 
fully eight feet high, and if properly em- 
bellished would make a handsome and 
useful ornament for a hall in any commo- 
dious residence. The dial, which is quite 
'arge, shows the time of day, the day of 
the week, the mouths of the year, thedif 
ferent phases of the moon, and there is a 
•oale to indicate the quarters of the moon. 
The clock also has a sweeping second 
hand and the usual minute and hour 
hands. It has ponderous cast iron weights 
and a heavy pendulum, which are hidden 
from view by the wood work. The clock 
will ran eight days at a stretch without 
winding up, and is in every respect a cu- 
rious piece of mechanism. It strikes the 
hours on a ffong almost loud enough to 
be heard a block away. 


Mr. Curtis purchased the clock recent- 


ly of Mr. Jacob Oakes, who resides in the 
Dnnkard settlement near Bement Mr. 
Oakes states that the old clock was made 
in Holland about 200 years ago. It has 
been an heirloom in his family over 150 
years, his grandfather having brought it 
across the ocean to Pennsylvania. Mr. 
Curtis is having the dial retouched, and 
when a few other necessary repairs and 
decorations are made the old timer will 
present a fine appearance.

money has gone, but the army is 
still there, and in the next three 
years it will consume an equa 
amount. In the long run the rail 
ways are a better investment.

Large tracts are 
not only purchased, but are being in- 
closed with wire fences, and an ap- 
jroach is made to the system of 
rrazirig on the large farms of more 
;hickly-settled states. The days of 
great round-nps and of the half- 
sivilized "cow-boy" are numbered in 
extensive regions in which they were 
ately distinctive features. 
Natu- 


rally, the ownership of the land and 
<he enclosing it will make efforts to 
improve the character of the stock 
more effective. It will be more com- 
mon to provide bay for use in Win- 
ker, when needed. Improved bulls 
can be purchased with more certainty 
of getting a full return; and, in many 
cases, a much better stock of cows 
and heifers are bought for these in- 
closed ranches than it was counted 
wise to place on the open ranges; 
Large portions of Kansas, Nebraska 
and Texas, which were open range a 
few years ago, are now mainly in- 
closed, and the process is being rap- 
idly continued.—Breeder's Gazette.
